AP  ACT  RELATIVE  TO  BUXI.ET  PROOF  VESTS .

Whereas,  The  deferred  operation  of  this  act  would  tend  to  defeat  its  pur- 
pose, which  is  to  immediately  provide  bullet  proof  vests,  therefore  It  16 
hereby  declared  to  be  an  emergency  law,  necessary  for  the  immediate  preserva- 
tion of  the  public  convenience.  

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Court 
assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  as  felloes: 

Item  8100-8958  in  section  2C  of  chapter  85  of  the  acta  of  1994  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  the  wording  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing wording:- 

For  a  grant  program  to  provide  bullet  proof  vests,  so-ealled,  to  police 
Officers  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  ninety-six  a  of  chapter  forty- 
one  of  tbe  General  Laws,  full  time  sworn  personnel  of  the  department  of  state 
police  and  certain  personnel  of  other  agencies  within  the  executive  office  o£ 
public  safety  as  determined  by  the  secretary  of  public  safety  to  be  adminis- 
tered by  the  executive  office  of  public  safety;  provided,  further,  that  all 
bullet  proof  vests  purchased  from  this  item  shall  meet  Or  exceed  the  current 
national  institute  of  justice  standards  for  type  two,  two  A  or  three  A  police 
body  armor;  provided,  further,  that  each  officer  receiving  a  bullet  proof  vest 
attend  a  mandatory  education  and  training  session  to  be  conducted  by  the  exec- 
utive office  of  public  safety  in  conjunction  with  the  department  oE  state  po- 
lice and  the  criminal  justice  training  council;  and  provided,  further,  that 
reimbursement  shall  be  made  available  from  the  grant  program  to  any  municipal 
police  department  which  had  purchased  such  bullet  proof  vests  after  January 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  ninety-four  upon  written  proof  of  purchase.

*  The  Executive  Office  of  Public  Safety  is  responsible  for  the 
10  million  dollar  re-imbursement  Program. 

*  The  contracts  are  for  NIJ  threat  level  IIA,  II,  IIIA,  III 
VEST.     All  vests  are  of  the  "full  coverage"  type  and  meet  the  NIJ 
standard  for  the  particular  threat  level. 

*  Each  vest  is  covered  by  a  5  million  dollar  liability  policy 
from  the  manufacturer. 

*  Contractors  will  provide  a  location  within  Massachusetts 
where  police  officers  may  examine  body  armor,  be  fitted  for  body 
armor,  try  on  body  armor,  or  where  minor  adjustments  can  be  made 
to  the  body  armor. 

*  Contractors  will  also  make  on  site  visits  to  police 
departments  which  have  arranged  for  ten  or  more  officers  to  be 
available  for  fittings.     Contractors  must  respond  to  a  fitting 
request  from  police  departments  within  15  calendar  days  of  the 
request. 

*  All  panels  and  both  carriers  must  have  a  permanently 
attached  label  with  the  following  information:  name  and  address 
of  the  manufacturer,  the  year  and  month  of  manufacture;  cleaning 
instructions.     In  addition,  the  label  or  additional  label  must 
provide  a  blank  space  for  recording  the  name  and  wearer  and  date 
of  issue. 

*  Individual  officers  may  purchase  additional  vests  at 
contract  price. 

*  All  contractors  are  located  in  Massachusetts. 

*  Any  vests  that  were  purchased  from  1-1-94  to  2-1-95  will 
also  be  re-imbursed  at  the  purchased  price. 

*  Your  department  will  purchase  the  vests  through  the  vendors, 
send  the  Executive  Office  of  Public  Safety  a  copy  of  the  invoice 
and  fill  in  the  attached  form  with  the  individual  officers  name 
and  social  security  #.    Then  our  office  will  re-imburse  your  town 
by  sending  a  check  or  transferring  the  funds  electronically. 

*  This  re-imbursement  for  vests  is  for  all  full  time  State 
Police  Officers,  all  full  time  Municipal  Police  Officers  and  all 
part  time  intermittent  officers  who  have  graduated  from  the  CJTC 
intermittent  academy.     Officers  must  have  completed  the  Academy 
training  prior  to  6-30-95. 

*  The  training  component  will  take  place  at  the  recruit  level 
at  all  Academies.     CJTC  will  be  conducting  a  train  the  trainer 
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course  for  all  armorers,  dates  and  time  to  be  announced. 

*  The  vest  can  be  IIA,  II,  IIIA,  III.  Departments  can  mix  the 
levels  of  vests  within  their  department. 

*  Each  Department  will  submit  only  1  re-imbursement  plan  to 
the  Executive  Office  of  Public  Safety  by  June  30,  1995  5:00PM.
